She told 
of the walk along the Lake Shore drive, of 
the visit to the ice cream parlor, and of 
Thompson's talk with Graham Harris over 
the telephone. ;

Mr. Thompson said tome: I believe 
that is the man I was telling you about, and 
I dont care to meet him.’ My husband point- 
ed to a man on the opposite side of the street. 
To avoid him ‘we walked several locks, and 
then came back to the house. Whén we were 
about to enter the house the man appeared 
and called tomy husband. I sat down on the 
steps and heard Mr. Thompson say: I don’t 
want to haveanything to do with the matter.’ 
I saw Mr. Thompson show a letter to the man 
and heard the man offer to pay the mortgage, 
as he expressed it. My husband replied that 
it was not a mortgage, and then I heard the 
man offer Mr. Thompson $150 and two 
tickets go away in the morning. I then 
went upstairs.” 8

“ Some plumbing repairing had to be done 
in the special assessment bureau and the 
health department,“ said Mr. Blocki. “ Gil- 
dea made requisition on the city purchasing 
agent, who authorized a man named C. J. 
Powers to do the work. But contrary to that 
order Gildea got a man frofm the Union 
Plumbing company to do the job. This thing 
had often happened before, and so I told 
‘Gildea that I would suspend him and have 
the whole matter investigated by the civil 
service commission. 

„The fact is, the city hell has been in bad 
condition for two years, and I have been 
unable to get Gildea to clean ft properly. 
Again and again I ordered him to scrape off 
the peeling calcimining in the rooms of the 
board of local improvements, to wash the 
electric light globes and dust the pictures 
in the mayor’s office, to rake out the piles of 
débris in the lower hall, and to wash the 
walls of the corridors. Gildea t want to 
wash the walls; he wanted to t them. 

“I would like to place the city hall skylight 
in evidence. After Gildea’s suspension it was 
cleaned for the first time in the history of 
‘the hall. was a full inch of soot in- 
crusted on it. We left some around the 
edges as evidence for the inspection of the

offers and they had to quit. 


Today employers fail for the same reason. 
They cannot meet existing labor conditions 
“and still make profits. But labor conditions 

are practically the same for all employers. 


The employer who adapts himself to these 


conditions is making profits. The employer 
who will ner or cannot adapt himself to 
these conditions is not making profits. 
Whose fault is it? 

There have been too many cases late 
where an employer's own lack of ability or 
his own lack of adaptability has driven him 
on of business, and he has laid the blame on 
legis la tors and business agents. Legislators 
and business agents have come to be con- 


venient seapegoats. Let them carry their. 


own sins—which are heavy énough—but not 
the sins of others. 
Remember that the men who go into bank- 
ruptcy or who leave town because of labor 
laws or because of trade unions are almost 
always mentioned in the future tense.

‘They en take 
the suicidal plunge...

LAUGHTER IN | 

Certain newspaper writers have been lay-’ 
ing bare their delicate sensibilities to the 
gaze of thé public. They have told the pub- 
lie Just how their tender hearts ached as 
they looked at the pallid, weazened girls in 
the sweatshops on the west, side. They 
have presented the public with a sweatshop 
picture done in unrelieved charcoal! black. 
They have thereby missed the truest touch 
of pathos in the whole situation. , 

Let no man talk of the pathos of human 
life till he has heard mughter in a sweat- 
shop. It is sweatshop laughter, not sweat- 
shop tyranny, that makes the heart ache 
most. 


„ "The newspaper writer who says nothing 


about laughter in sweatshops leaves his 
picture incomplete. It is not true that sweat- 
shop gitls ate continually bent double over 
their work with tense, haunted expressions 
on their faces and with bitter, welling tears 
in their eyes. If they were the sweatshop 
might disappear much sooner. 
Day before yesterday a Tumors repre- 
- sentative visited the sweatshops. along 
Nineteenth street. In Almost every shop 
he found girls who could giggle almost as 
irrelevantly and light heartedly as the girls 
of happier lot. The lunch hour he spent in 
a particularly unattractive shop in a rear 
tenement. There, over coarse sandwiches, 
he heard laughter that sounded as free and 


as genuine as any that he has ever heard 


» over imported liqueurs. If he forgets every- 
thing else about sweatshops he will remem- 
ber the laughter. 

“What does such laughter under such cir- 
Chinstances mean? It means that life con- 
tains an analogy to the skull that grins. It 
means that certain of our fellow creatures, 
leading maimed, inadequate, lives, adapt 
themselves, like animals, to environment. 
Let that environment continue long enough 
and they will be subdued by it. Sweatshop 
gitls, laughing in the midst of squaldr, tell 
a tale not only of the irrepressible buoyancy 
of the human spirit but of the facile, and 
sometimes fatal, way in which the human 
spirit adapts itself to circumstances, toler- 
ates their continuance, accepts them as 
Natural, and finally grins through them, see- 
ing nothing beyond. 

Let mo one take this for an intimation 
that there is no conscious misery in sweat- 
shops. There is u deal of it, an infinite deal 
of it. All that is meant is that the public 
ought not to be misled into thinking that 
sweatabop girls are completely dehumap- 

creatures who never lift their eyes 
from the tear stained fabrics they are pre- 
paring for a tyrannical world. EXxactly the 
most exquisitely pathetic feature of the sit-

. THERE “CAR BE NO DISCRIMINATION, 

The Central Labor union at the national 
capital has adopted reselptions asserting 
that the order of President Roosevelt rein- 
stating Assistant Foreman Miller jn the 
government printing office “ cannot be re- 
garded in any but an unfriendly light,” and 
calling attention to the fact that the presi- 
dent has committed himself to the policy 
of an open shop.” Organized labor through- 
out the country is asked to petition the pres- 
ident to modify his order of Bo Glectiminar 
tion.“ 

It is too soon to say to what ertent the 
call for petitions will be heeded by labor 
organizations. There may be a pretty gen- 
eral response, but the auswer to the appeal 
will be the same whether the petition is 
from a few or is unanimous. The president 
will not repudjate the lawful principle of 
the “ open shop.” He will not admit thatthe 
government should discriminate against 
some of its citizens because they do not see 
fit to belong to a labor organization. Neither 
the executive nor the legislative department 


zens, and yet that is what the Central Labor 
union asks shall be done. The government 
can no more discriminate in favor of organ- 
ized labor than against it. When labor or- 
ganizations can find a case where a man has 
been dismissed from the employment of the 
government because he was a union man, 
and not until then, will they have good 
grounds for petitioning the president. 
Unquestionably all thinking labor men 
know that the policy of no discrimination 
is the lawful one, and that if organized 
labor” arrays iteelf against ‘it in the field 
of politics or elsewhere it will be defeated. 
It can harm no president or other public 
man by making war on him because he is 
loyal to democratic theories of equal rights 
and to the principles of the constitution. 
If “ organized labor” is discreet it will not 
take the untenable position that its mem- 
bers constitute a favored class, with greater 
claims on the government than men who do 


DO NOT FORGET THE EXPORTS. 
The New York Sun prints a table which it 
says indicates a demand for farm products 
which the American farmer does not supply 
and which would require the cultivation of 
many acres and the employment of many 
hands in making good the deficiency. The 
demand for farm products which the Amer- 
jean farmer is invited to take care of will 
be understood by a glance at the following 
table, the first column of which gives the 
value of eggs, butter, hay, and some other 
articles imported on the fiscal year end-

SENATOR CARMACK’S PROPOSITION. 

It is stated upon good authority that Mr. 
Carmack, the junior senator from Tennes- 
see, will introduce a proposition at the com- 
ing session of congress for the repeal of the 
fifteenth amendment to the constitution, 
which provides that “ the rights of citizens 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state omaccount 
(er race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
‘tude.” Senator Carmack says his measure 
will have the support of every southern rep- 
resentatiye in each branch of congress and 
of many northern and eagtern members. He 
also declares that his purpose is to help 
solve the race problem by “ eliminating the 
enfranchised negroes as a political factor.” 
It is not likely that Senator Carmack has 
in view any settlement of the race problem. 
If he had, he would introduce something 
which at least offered a shadow of hope that 
it might help settle that problem. He 
knows well enough that he cannot get the 
two-thirds vote in each house necessary to 
submit the propositi@m to the states, and 
even if he could that three-fourths of the 
states never would ratify it. His plan, from 
a serious point of view, is as foolish as his 
previous proposition to deport the negroes 
to Africa, which his southern friends sat 
down upon 80 hard. 
Mr. Carmack is honest enough to say that 
his purpose is to arouse a discussion. . He 
might have gone still further and said that 
by this discussion he would make his meas- 
ure an issue in the presidential campaign. 
Republicans would be willing.” but demo- 
crats north or south would not enjoy such a 
discussion, nor would they enjoy having 
such a proposition placed in their platform. 
Nor would southern democrats relish the 
prospect of an enforcement of the four- 
teenth amendment, cutting down - repre- 
sentation, in case the fifteenth were elimi- 
nated, 


There are many influential southern papers 
which ‘recognize it as impolitic politics. 
Among them is the Nashville Banner, one of 
the leading democratic organs in Tepnes- 
see, It notißes the senator that the pro- 


Senator Carmack’s plan is simply politics. 


“by a pea congressman is a matter of 
doubtful expediency,” that it would tend 
“to pnt more emphasis to the race problem, 
intensify the political antagonism. between 
‘the whites and blacks, and renew a section- 
alism in national politics that was happily 
passing away, and which has been so bane- 
ful in its effect on the south.” It further 
warns the senator that while such an issue 
in a presidential campaign might solidify 
the south, which is already splidified, it 
would also solidify the north, and that being 
fhe case it fails to see how it would help the 
democratic ticket.

EXIT CHAMBERLAIN, 

English politics have become really inter- 
esting. Americans are paying more atten- 
tion to them than they have done during the 
last ten years, or since the flual defeat of 
Mr. Gladstone's home rule measure. Many 
of the questions over which Dnglish parties 
wrangle do not appeal to men on this side 
of the Atlantic, but the question of free 
trade versus protection is coming to the 
front in Great Britain for the first time in 
half a century, and that is a question Amer- 
jeans know something about. It has been 
up since the foundation of the government. 
At times more burning issues, like the civil 
war and the silver question, have put it on 
one side, but it has never been forgotten, 
When Englishmen begin talking about levy- 
ing duties for the protection of British in- 
dustries against the unwholesome compe- 
tition of the cheap products of other coun- 
tries or about the principle of “a tariff for 
revenue only, Americans hear familiar 
phrases and listen intently. : 

Dissensions in party rauks are not un- 
known in this country. All its great politi- 
cal organizations have suffered from them. 
So have English parties. The tory party 
was split temporarily by the repeal of the 
corn laws. The liberal party was torn 
asunder by Mr. Gladstone’s Irish policy. 


| Mr. Balfour’s party is in great danger be- 


cause of the disagreements of opinion re- 

garding the issue raised by Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain. Few American politicians 

will consider his course one which should be 

imitated. He has enunciated a policy which 

may disrupt his party, and which he admits 

is at present, ‘a8 regards some of its features, 

unacceptable to the majority of the voters. 

He has resigned a high office because he 
thinks he would be blamed if he remainéd in 

the cabinet and accepted the exclusion of a 

part of his political program. . The private 

opinion of most American party chiefs will 

| be that Mr. Chamberlain ought to. have been 

more regardful of his party's interests and 

policy. 

Mr. Chamberlain admits that he has not a 
popular majority behind him, but he will 
make a fight to get one, and he is a good 
fighter. He will have followers. The im- 
perial sentiment to which he appeals may 
have more strength than some fancy. Other 
members of the party, like Mr. Ritchie, will 
wage war on Mr. Chamberlain and his pro- 
gram. There can be no more party harmony 
under such circumstances than there was 
in the democratic party when it was strug- 
gling with the slavery question. 

Mr. Balfour can fill the vacant. places in 
the. cabinet, but his tenure of office cannot 
de long. There will be an election, and the 
liberals, who only a little while ago were 
to all appearances hopelessly disorganized, 
will come into power. That will not silence 
Mr. Chamberlain. He will continue his 
agitation and endeavor to persuade the 
working people that dearer bread can be 
made good to them by cheaper tea and 
tobacco, and that that “ fiscal reform ” will 
preserve the empire from disintegration. 
That will be uphill work. It ought to take 
about as long to convert Great Britain to 
protection as it did to convert it to free 
trade—that is, many years.

Wash silver next. Hot suds and immediate 
wiping on dry, soft cloths will retain the 
brightness of silver, which treated in this 
way requires much less polishing and there- 
fore lasts much longer. If any pieces ro- 
quire rubbing use a little whiting made into 
paste and put on wet. Let it dry and then 
polish it with chamois skin. 5 
Silver does not need to be rubbed more than 
once a month if it is properly washed. 

All plates must first 
be scraped and all the cups rinsed ‘out.

If extremely 
greasy it is well to allow them to stand partly 
full of water which contains a few drops of 
ammonia. The outside must be washed as 
carefully as the inside. Uniess this is done 
there will always be complaint of the dis- 
agreeableness of handling cooking utensils.

If steel knives are used they must be pol- 
ished after each meal. In washing them see 
that the handles are never allowed to touch 
the water. Ivory discolors and cracks if wet. 
Finely powdered bristol brick is the best 
polisher, and mixed with a little water can 
be applied with a large cork. A regular 
knife board on which you can nail three strips 
of wood in box form gives the best mode of 
keeping brick and cork in place, After 
rubbing, clean and dry. 

Fifth, wash the dish towels. very week 
one set shduld be used.

First, I wash the cleanest articles, wring 
out carefully, and dip into tub of warm 
water; rinse from this; soap all the most 
solled parts, which are bands and sleeves, 
‘and dip them into the boiler with enough 
cold water to cover them. 

I und that boiling.up once is sufficient for 

fine clothes. - Long boiling does not improve 
clothes, and if they are washed clean simple 
scalding is quite sufficient. 
Then I take them out into a tub of clean 
cold water; rinse them im this, and then in a 
tub of water made slightly blue with an 
indigo bag. I ring out with a wringer and 
hang out of doors on a galvanised iron wire, 
which never rusts, and needs only to be 
wiped every week before using. 

I leave the 
fectly dry and then sprinkle, roll in a damp 
cloth, and let lie ten or twelve hours before 


ironing.

‘A carpetsweeper isa real econo- 
my, both in time and strength for the daily 
work, but every week I want a light broom 
Ur handied, not with a long stroke | 
sends clouds of dust over everything, |

I remove a8 many articles as possible from 
each one thoroughly and 
covering the large ones which must remain in 
the room with large squares of common, un- 
bleached cotton cloths which I buy and keep 
for the purpose. My parlor is furnished with 
an old fashioned rep. I dust about each but- 
ton, so that no moth can get 
it closely. I regard the feather duster, either 
long or short, as it is usually used as a foe 
to clean houses. The only way in which I 
use it is for tops of pictures or for books and 
little ornaments, but these I dust before 
sweeping the room as well as afterward, the 
first time to remove the heaviest coating, 
which would otherwise be distributed over the . 


For the plano and furniture of delicate 
woods generally I take old silk handkerchiefs, 
which are softer than anything else and give . 
a nice polish. For the ordinary things I take 
squares Of cambric and hem them and wash 
them whenever necessary to keep them for 
this purpose only, and never allow a servant 
to useatoilettowel. In dusting I always wipe 
and never flap the cloth at the objects, as 
whisking the cloth only sends the dust up into 
the air to come down again in afew minutes.
